AMPHERE CASE 
GOES TO JURY. 


MURDER AND ARSON BOTH IN 
QUESTION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

LAPORTE (ind.) Nov. 25.—The trial 
of Ray Lamphere for the murder of 
Mrs. Belle Gunness and her three chil- 
dren was finished this afternoon and 
at 5:30 o'clock the case was giver to 
the jury, which at once began delib- 
eratiog to determine whether Lam- 
phere started the fire that consumed 
the home of Mrs. Gunness and caused 
the death of the woman and her chil- 
dren. This was the fifteenth day of 
the trial. 

The entire day was consumed in ar- 
gument, Attorney Sutherland opening 
for the State, followed by Attorney 
Weir for the defense. 

Attorney Worden, who has been Lam- 
phere’s attorney from the day follow- 
ing his arrest last May. made a 
plea for his client and State's Attor- 
ney Smith made the closing argument. 

The reading of the judge's instruc- 
tion, which contained twenty-nine 
paragraphs, required fifteen minutes. 
The greatest stress was laid on the 
following: 

“If you should believe that these 
parties met death in any other way 
than that alleged in the indictment, 
still you may find the defendant guilty 
of arson, under the indictment pro- 
vided you have a reasonable doubt 
that the defendant burned the said 
dwelling and that the said dwelling 
was of the value of $20 or upwards. 

“The jury is instructed that if they 
believe from the evidence beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that the defendant 
Lamphere set fire to the dwelling- 
house owned by Helle Gunness as 
charged in the indictment, then you 
can find the defendant guilty of arson, 
regardiess of whether or not any hu- 
man being was killed as the result of 
such burning.”

The Americans will doubtiess 
use the .22 caliber, as under the terms 
of the challenge the caliber of the rifle 
is limited to .23, which is comparative- 
ly unknown in this country. 

The ten shots are te be fired on what 
is known as a double decimal target, 
which is really two targets joined to- 
gether, each with an inch sighting bull 
and an inner half-inch bull counting 
ten.

WHAT ARE CONDITIONS? 

“We didn't come here to see things,” 
continued the chairman. “We would 
like to visit points of interest and be 
your guests, but time does not per- 
mit. We are holding as many meet- 
ings as possible in the limited time 
we have, and aim to cover the greater 
part of the country before our duties 
terminate. 

“Our principal question is whether 
country life cenditions here are as 
good as might be. If they are, you 
can give us some good advice how to 
better conditions in other sections, 
but it must be understood that we 
cannot solve the problem by sending 
people out here.” [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 

Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber 
of Commerce said in a loud stage aside 
that, as the hearing progressed, the 
commissioners would find ideal condi- 
tions prevailing in this section. 

The subject first discussed was the 
rural school system. 

The discussion was grolonged by 
City Superintendent of Schools E. C. 
Moore, who gave a long rambling talk 
on city schools and what might be ac- 
complished if his ideas prevailed. The 
commissioners — bored and 
others present lapsed into a listless 
mood, from which they were aroused 
when the clever chairman gained an 
opportunity to switch the discussion to 
germane issues. 

Other speakers briefly mentioned 
projected changes in country schools 


that will give youth an opportunity 
for a study of agriculture in its scien- 
tific phases. 


WHY WE'RE AHEAD. 

Prof. E. J. Wickson, director of the 
College of Agriculture at Berkeley, 
read an excellent paper that touched 
on reasons why California had gone 
ahead of other States in its country 
life. 

He said that the pioneers brought 
courage and determination with them 
and that their descendants had ac- 
quired wealth and thrift. He asserted 
that the influx of easterners had been 
of the best. and that here a man was 
not looked down upon because he was 

a farmer. 

Prot. Wiekson stated that California 
already is teaching agriculture, and 
that high schools devoted to that sub- 
ject are to be established in different 
sections. Country property is in good 
demand, he said, and the fruit dis- 
tricts are like suburban homes. 

Mark Keppel, County Superintend- 
ent of Schools, said the rural schools 
of this section are far ahead of those 
in eastern communities; that the tima 
is soon coming when sewing and cook- 
ing will be taught the 4 and that 
the boys will be instructed in various 
handicrafts. 

On the whole, Mr. Keppel said, he 
favored Federal supervision, if it were 
the*sarne in all States. He advocated 
securing a class of teachers that would 
inculcate practical instruction along 
with the regular lines of study, and de- 
clared that too many teachers leave 
the rural communities for city schools.

RAISES ARM. 
UNDERGOES SHARP QUIZ. 

George M. Chenoweth, salesman for 
the Pacific Coast Biscukt Company, 
underwent a sharp examination in 
Judge Houser’s court yesterday at the 
second trial of his $26,595 damage suit 
against the Pacific Electric and Salt 
Lake Railroad companies for alleged 
injuries to his right shoulder in a col- 
lision at Macy street last January. 

Asked by defendants’ counsel to 
show just how fully he can use his 
right arm, Chenoweth raised it out- 
ward from his body almost on a level 
with his shoulder. Then he raised his 
forearm so that with his fingers he 
could touch the crown of his head.

HINA AND PORTUGAL. 

Recent dispatches from the Orient say that 
China is attempting to seize the ancient historic Por- 
tuguese colony of Macao, claiming that Portugal has 
virtually renounced sovereignity. The cablegrams 
give meager information, not explaining by what 
acts Portugal is alleged to have in effect surrendered 
her rights nor the outcome of China’s aggression, 
but there may be more back of this than appears on 


acao is one of the oldest European settlements 
in China. It was established in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, when Portugal was one of the greatest mari- 
time and trading nations, renowned for her great 
explorers, her intrepid sailors, her famous mission- 
aries of the Catholic faith and her great influence 
in the councils of the world. For years the mother 
country has been on the decline; her military and 
naval power is gone; her treasury is bankrupt; and 
the recent assassination of her King has proclaimed 
to the world the sad state of her internal administra- 
tion and politics. 

Through al! this Portugal has clung to her Chi- 
nese colony, as well as to those vast areas under her- 
rule in Africa. A few years ago there was a slight 
disturbance between China and Portugal. It ap- 
pears that a Chinese political tive took refuge

Never was this policy questioned until after Rus- 
sia’s first defeats, when the shattered fleet, escaping 
from Port Arthur, put into Shanghai and a sailor 
of the Askold shot and killed a Chinaman in a 
drunken row. He was arrested by the European 
police, or the provost guard, and taken to his ship 
to face a court-martial. Then China came forward 
and demanded his delivery to the Gelestial courts. 
That Japan was the instigator one cannot doubt, 
Russia was in hard straits, and the man’s guilt was 
plain enough. He was but a common sailor, and 
perhaps the Czar, rather than have more trouble, 
would give him up, and there and then would be es- 
tablished a valuable precedent. Fortunately, Rus- 
sia stood firm, and was backed by all the fo 
consuls at Shanghai and their governments.
